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Hurricane Spawns 
Some Little Anitas 


BROWNSVILLE, Tex. (UPI) — Anita may become a very popular name 
for baby girls born in the area in the next few weeks. 
Several of the pregnant women who went to shelters opened Thursday 
because of Hurricane Anita said if their child was a girl they would name it 
after the storm. 
Rosa Hernandez, 29, cannot speak English. But the manner in which she 
rubbed her bulging stomach and sipped coffee was a sign of her nervousness 
about possibly delivering her second child during Hurricane Anita. 
Mrs. Hernandez of Brownsville said she was due at any time and admitted 
she was anxious. 
Ann Amsbury and her husband, Randy, moved to the shelter in the 
Brownsville Civic Center from their trailer home on the coastal island of 
Boca Chica. They said they did not expect their home to be there with they 
returned. 
Mrs. Amsbury is only eight months pregnant. But she said she also was 
very nervous about possibly delivering her second child during the hur­ 
ricane. 
“If it’s a girl, ITI name her Anita,” she said. 
“But I hope ifs a boy,” said her husband. 
The two women were among a dozen pregnant women at the civic center 
shelter. Some of the pregant women are Mexican nationals who crossed the 
international border pushing shopping carts filled with blankets and food. 
Leo Parras, general manager of the civic center, said almost 2,000 persons 
filled the auditorium Thursday night. He said the American Red Cross had 
furnished blankets, food, medical facilities, doctors and nurses and even 
baby bottles and diapers for the refugees. 
Dozens of children, screaming and yelling excitedly, raced across the 
civic center floor. 
But Parras seemed undisturbed by the noise. He said he had two diabetics 
and at least one cardiac patient in the auditorium. 
“We’re plenty prepared,” Parras said. “We have at least a couple of 
women expecting babies at any time — there’s a theory that hurricanes tend 
to speed up delivery.”

The recommendation 
will then be forwarded to the City 
Council for final action. 
D iscussing each point of the 
proposed law, commissioners decided 
to allow private clubs 
in 
Light 
Commercial districts as well as Retail 
and the Central Business District. 
The LC and R zoning m ust be on 
contiguous tracts of 30 acres or more, 
how ever. 
C om m issioners 
also 
clarified that contiguous will include 
streets and alleys or in other words, a 
four-corner shopping area will be 
treated as one retail district. 
The entire city will be open to 
private clubs under the commission 
recom m endation. C om m issioners 
said they could not reasonably deny 
Preston Rd. such facilities since an 
existing private club (Willow Bend) is 
west of the thoroughfare. 
OPENS CITY 
The ordinance under consideration 
restricts private clubs to the area 
betw een Independence P arkw ay, 
Jupiter Road, Spring Creek Parkway 
and the southern city limits. If a retail 
district falls partially within the 
boundaries, it is considered as a part 
of the approved area. 
C om m issioners also ag reed to 
m easure the 1,000-foot distance from 
school, park, church or hospital in a 
straight line from the front door of the 
club to the property line of the 
protected facility. 
As in the proposed 
ordinance, 
commissioners agreed to allow no 
more than two clubs in each 30-acre 
segment of a tract with no more than 
four in any location. 
In an effort to insure that the two 
permits allowed in a district are not 
prem aturely developed, 
the com­ 


m ission ruled th at sta te liquor 
licenses must be obtained within six 
months if the restaurant intends to 
occupy an existing building and within 
18 months if the restaurant will move 
to a new building. 
65 PERCENT FOOD 
Unchanged were provisions that 65 
percent of gross receipts be derived 
from the sale of food, 
that the 
restaurant have a minimum of 125 
seats with a minimum of 12 square 
feet per chair and that permits may 
be revoked at any time.

importantly, the new Plano 
Senior High School. 
The completion of the 
White Rock sewer will allow 
growth to the west to

In 1976, Plano recorded 
building permits for 2,222 
single-family homes, the 
city’s highest total ever. This 
level of activity accounts for 
Plano being the leader of all

Metropolitan Area in single­ 
family building activity. 
Plano has 
shown 
very 
consistent 
gains 
in 
homebuilding since 1967. An 
annual 
decline 
was 
registered in 1973 when 1,482 
homes were authorized (as 
compared 
to 
1,490 
the 
previous year) and in 1975 
when the level of activity 
showed a decrease of 282 
single-family units from the 
previous year. 
That Plano experienced an 
increase of 60 percent in 
home authorizations in 1976 
over the previous year is 
evidence of the extremely 
strong growth the city is 


experiencing. 
It is important to realize 
that this dramatic increase 
was registered during a year 
which saw homebuilding in 
Dallas County increase by 
only 25 percent. 
Only 1,874 multi-family 
units have been authorized 
in the past IO years in Plano 
and only 242 of these were 
approved in the past three 
years. 
As long as occupancy 
levels remain in Plano’s 
historical range of 80 to 90 
percent, it is doubtful that 
any significant degree of 
new building will occur. 
Based on the level of ac­ 


tivity occurring thus far in 
1977, 
s in g le - f a m ily 
authorizations in Plano are 
projected to reach 2,100 by 
year-end. 
The City of Plano may 
essentially be considered as 
sqb-rnarkets—east Plano 
and west Plano. 
An examination of housing 
activity gives evidence to 
this point. Currently, only 


nine of the total 87 single­ 
family subdivisions in Plano 
are located east of Central 
Expwy., whereas 
78 are 
located in the west sector, 
west of the expressway. 
Investigation of home 
absorption in Plano oc­ 
curring over the past four 
quarters provides a clearer 
perspective of the east and 
west demarcation of the city. 


Over the past year, home 
absorptions in west Plano 
have accounted for 85 per­ 
cent or better of the total 
absorptions in Plano. During 
the second quarter of 1977, 
west Plano captured 90 
percent of the home market.

Jack Ford Starts Writing

R. Ford and wife, Betty, are 
busy writing books at their 
Vail, Colo., home. 
Photojournalist daughter, 
Susan, continues to pound 
the pavement with cameras 
slung over her shoulder and 
notebook in hand. 
And now son Jack, 25, is 
cranking out copy in a bare 
cubicle office in Los Angeles 
for a new environmental 
magazine, “Outside,” the 
brainchild of Rolling Stone 
wunderkind!

I’m 
very hesitant about it. There 
are a lot of highly ex­ 
perienced people working on 
this project.” 
Ford will cover all sides of 
the operation from feature- 
length articles to wining and 
dining advertisers and dis­ 
tributers. 
“It’s a learning process for 
me. Obviously, I’m not a 
professional publisher or 
writer, but I feel I’ve really 
lived this magazine,” he 
said. 
Ford,

For adults (specially for 
an “older man” ) it’s a little 
disconcerting to have pretty 
teen-agers in jeans and T- 
shirts sit beside you in a 
theater before the show and 
start up such conversations. 
But for teen-agers in the 
audience, such contacts — in 
which they are subtly en­ 
couraged to talk about them­ 
selves — can be the first step 
towards facing up to and 
solving their problems: sex, 
parents, school, dope. 
“Jasmine” and “Kandy” 
are 
two 
of 
14 
young 
characters in “Inside-Out: a 
View of Teenage Life,” an 
improvisational work by the 
Family Life Theatre, part of 
the Family Life Division of 
New York Medical College. 
They are not the actors’ real 
names, and the girls do not 
have the hang-ups they de­ 
scribe. 
“Inside-Out” 
dramatizes 
the 
various 
kinds 
of 
problems facing teen-agers 
today. Its sketches cover 
teen-age problems from 
ch ild -b eatin g 
through 
hom osexuality to drink, 
drugs 
and 
promiscuous 
parents. The teen-age actors 
— considered more likely 
than adults actors to gain 
rapport with their peers in 
the audience — are picked 
by audition from high school 
students throughout New 
York City. 
The theater was developed 
by Dr. Maria Boria, director 
of the Family Life Division, 
as an educational tool in the 
division’s 
health 
care 
program for adolescents. 
“Its purpose,” she says, 
“is to get through to kids who 
don’t respond to traditional 
teaching methods.” 
The man who put “Inside­ 
out” together is Ted Welch, 
consultant in the adolescent 
program. He picks the cast, 
directs the show and even 
takes the only adult role in it, 
as a schoolteacher. 
The young actors are 
tutored in their roles by TV 
soap opera stars and given 
training in psychological 
counseling, which they put to 
use in talks with the teen-age 
audiences before and after 
the show. They worked out 
the sketches in the show 
them selves, with W elch’s 
help, and improvise changes 
each night to work in items 
they’ve got from their chats 
with the audience. (That’s 


why they had 
a 
“bald­ 
headed guy” line in it the 
night I attended.) 
“ Inside-Out” usually is 
presented to academic and 
mental health audiences by 
invitation. It premiered in 
April at the Mental Retar­ 
dation Institute conference 
on sexuality and youth in 
Valhalla, N Y. Since then it 
has played in various kinds 
of auditoriums and once on a 
Harlem 
rooftop, 
to 
audiences of teen-agers, 
adults, senior citizens and 
even preteens. 
Every performance is fol­ 
lowed by a question-and- 
answer period, and then the 
audience and cast mingle for 
what can be the most im­ 
portant part of the evening. 
The counseling consists 
partly of telling teenagers 
and parents — but only when 


they ask — what help is 
available and where. 
No easy solutions are 
suggested. 


The show, after the actors 
have introduced themselves, 
consists of four sections: a 
number of blackout scenes 
between parents and teen­ 
agers about a party that 
evening; 
a 
classroom 
discussion of sex in which 
the students know 
more 
about the subject than their 
substitute teacher; the teen­ 
agers interacting at the 
party; and their rception 
when they return home late 
at night. 
Welch said some of the 
young actors “ originally 
were a bit up-tight” about 
the show, but soon became 
enthusiastic. 
Some 
are 
would-be actors, but not all. 


“Inside-Out” was show-n to 
the general public for the 
first time in August, giving 
15 perform ances in the 
basement Theatre XII in a 
UkrainianPolish section of 
the Lower East Side of 
Manhattan. 
Bene Lespier, 16. one of 
the 
actors, 
explained: 
“There is no such thing as 
happy endings. We’re only 
here to show the problem ” 
Tiny Daisy

added, “ If you see there’s a

Needs Vary

LINCOLN, Neb. (UPI) - 
The types of plants you 
select, and where you plant 
them, can make a difference 
in the amount 
of water 
needed for successful g ar­ 
dening. says Don Janssen. 
For example, flower and 
vegetable varieties that 
tolerate shade 
need 
less 
frequent watering 
Leafy vegetables such as 
lettuce usually need more 
u.iter than root crops such 
beets 
or carrots 
He 
re c o m m e n d s 
g ro u p in g 
vegetables 
w ith 
sim ilar 
w ater needs together to 
m ake m axim um 
use of 
watering times 
To conserve water even 
more, use it twice. Janssen 
said 
W ater 
from 
a ir ­ 
c o n d itio n e r 
or 
de­ 
humidifiers can be used in 
the garden as well, says 
Janssen, 
a 
h o rticu ltu re 
specialist at the institute of 
A griculture and N atural 
Resources at the University 
of Nebraska-Lmcoln 
You can also reuse safely 
the water saved from melted 
frost in your refrigerator, 
Janssen said. 


Most vegetables need only 
about an inch of moisture a 
week, Janssen said He said 
a thorough soaking w eekly is 
better than several shallow 
soakings It encourages deep 
roots to help plants better 
withstand drought. 
Instead of an overhead 
s p r i n k l e r . 
J a n s s e n 


recommends soaker hoses 
turned 
upside 
down 
and 
trickle irrigation systems. 
Forty per cent more water 
is used with an overhead 
sprinkler than with a trickle 
system , he said, m ostly 
through evaporation. 
Trickle systems are more 
expensive than soaker hoses, 
he added 
He calls mulching a water- 
saving technique that gives 
double your money’s worth: 
mulches of leaf mold, wood 
chips or loosely-applied lawn 
clippings stay open and 
porous, conserving w ater 
and discouraging weeds 
But mulches of finely-tex- 
t ured peat moss or sewage 
sludge will 
compact and 
form a surface crust that 
prevents water from soaking 
into the soil, he said 
Even a layer of newspaper 
or a sheet of black plastic 
(polyethylene) laid between 
plants or rows in a vegetable 
garden helps conserve water 
by slowing evaporation 
Big water loss occurs in a 
garden by watering when 
you 
water 
not 
only 
the 
plants, but the soil in wide 
areas between rows, he said 
"Give the 
water 
some 
guidance.” he suggests "A 
bottomless tin can or clay 
tile sunk into the ground next 
to the plant cuts down on 
water use 
You can pour 
water into the can or tile and 
the moisture is channeled 
directly down to the root 
system .’ ’

When Supply Is 
Lawns Survive 


Dear Doc: What are the 
white fuzzy balls on our live 
oak? Are they harmful? Are 
they asps? 
If they’re affixed, they’re 
insect galls. Tiny insects 
have stung the trees and laid 
eggs. In response, the tree 
forms the gall on which the 
larvae feed. There are 
hundreds of gall-causing 
insects, many common in 
Texas. Few do any serious 
damage. There’s also no way 
of easy control chemically, 
since the adults are highly 
mobile 
and 
since 
our 
chemicals 
have 
short 
residual periods. 


Dear Doc: How come 
malathion won’t kill mealy 
bugs? We’ve sprayed our 
coleus twice a month all 
summer and they’re still 
covered. 
You’re not spraying often 
enough. Mealy bugs often 
protect their young with 
their bodies, so sprays never 
reach them. Wait two weeks 
and the young will have 
young, and you’ll really not 
gain much. Use 7-10 day 
intervals and spray every 
other time with diazinon to 
keep 
the 
bugs 
from 
becoming immune to any 
one pesticide. 
Dear Doc: Can you list a 
good reference book for 
plants for landscapes in 
North Texas? 
Sunset’s Western Garden 
Book, available at many 
book stores or by writing 
Lane Publishing Co., Menlo 
Park, Calif. ($7.95) is about 
the best. Though written for 
western states, it is broadly 
translatable to Texas terms. 
Dear Doc: Is it too late to 
spray for grub worms in our 
lawn? How many sprays will 
we need? 
If your lawn is running into 
grub worm problems or has 
a history of infestations, 
better get with the diazinon 
or dursban, followed by a 
heavy watering. Both sprays 
and granules are effective. 
Choose the one that’s most 
convenient for you. Only one 
application is generally 
needed, but you’ll have 
better luck in the future if 
you’ll make the application 
around August I. 


Dear Doc: Our rose buds 
aren’t opening properly. 
They’ll get about full size, 
but the edges of the petals 
turn brown and crisp and the 
buds don’t develop any 
further. Please 
suggest 
remedy. 
Heat will cause deformity 
which should disappear 
come fall. You’ll also want to 
check the centers of the buds 
for thrips. These tiny insects 
look 
like 
pale 
slivers 
scooting all through the 
flowers. You may want a 
magnifying 
glass 
for 
positive identification. If you 
find a population of these 
“suckers”, spray with any 
general rose insect spray. If 
thrips aren’t present, check 
for wet or chry soil, weed 
killers, too much fertilizer, 
or some other soil problem. 
Dear 
Doc: 
Our 
St. 
Augustine has gradually 
faded away. 
Leaves are 
yellow and appear speckled. 
What shall we do? 
Your grass quite possibly 
has St. Augustine Decline 
(SAD), a virus disease that 
has plagued South Texas 
lawns for several years and 
has been reported in North 
Texas for some 5 years now. 
There’s not much you can do 
except fertilize and water 
the 
rem aining 
grass. 
Replant with bermudagrass 
or 
with 
the 
surviving 
resistant runners. Floratam, 
the 
new 
SAD-resistant 
strain, is not hardy to our 
North Texas cold. And don’t 
loan your mower to friends - 
th a t’s how the 
disease 
spreads. 
Dear Doc: We have a spot 
in our yard where grass just 
won’t grow. We’ve tried St. 
Augustine and bermuda and 
plenty of water. It’s in full 
sun. Suggestions? 
You might check for 
building debris, shallow soil, 
overwatering, and gas leaks. 
You might also check for 
fertilizer accumulations by 
having a soil test run. It’s 
definitely a cultural problem 
of some sort. 
Dear Doc: The drought 
is really taking its toll on our 
pecan crop. We’ve watered 
and watered, but the nuts 
just keep falling. Could the 
tree also need some food?

Four Approaches 
To Buy Fertilizer 


It appears there are four 
basic approaches to fer­ 
tilizer buying in 
North 
Texas... 
By guess and buy golly, 
otherwise known as fertilizer 
roulette. F rustrated g ar­ 
deners turn first to this 
method. They plan for their 
plant food to cure all past 
sins, such as drought, bugs 
and diseases that went 
undetected. Throw out some 
plant food to green it all up, 
that’s the idea. It really 
doesn’t matter what’s in the 
bag. It’s more the idea that 
at 
least 
you’ve 
done 
something. 
Sort 
of 
a 
responsibility of living. 
Now obviously this isn’t 
the way. Fertilizing plants is 
more of a science. There’s 
mathematics and chemistry 
to consider. Read on a bit 
farther. 
Brand-on-the-bag believe 
it or not, the most con­ 
spicuous sign on the bag is 
probably also the least 
important information you’ll 
find there. Brand names tell 
only 
the m anufacturing 
company. 
They 
do 
n 
thing to tell the bag’s con­ 
tent, nor to help in price 
com parison shopping. In 
short, the fellow who buys by 
the brand buys on blind faith 
alone. 
Please 
keep 
on 
reading. 
How much does it cost? If 
we fed our families like some 


folks feed plants, we d all eat 
corn meal and beans, the 
cheaper the better. It merely 
says that there’s still more to 
look for, so read on. 
Every product sold in our 
state with claims of im­ 
proving soil fertility must, 
by law, state percentage 
content 
of 
nitrogen, 
phosphorus 
and 
potash 
respectively. Knowing that 
nitrogen 
promotes 
leaf 
g r o w t h , 
p h o s p h o r u s 
promotes root, flower and 
fruit growth and potassium 
improves cold and heat 
hardiness makes choice of 
an appropriate fertilizer 
easier. 
Once you’ve decided what 
type of fertilizer you need, be 
it “high nitrogen,” balanced 
“analysis,” 
“superphosp­ 
hate” or whatever, you’re 
ready for price comparison 
shopping. You can get a 
rough comparison of prices 
between two similar fer­ 
tilizers by adding up the 
t h r e e 
p e r c e n t a g e s , 
multiplying by the number 
of pounds of fertilizer in the 
bag (to get pounds of actual 
ferilizer contained) 
and 
dividing that num ber of 
pounds into the total price 
paid, for a price per actual 
pound of fertilizer. 


LINCOLN, Neb. (UPI) — 
When water is in short 
supply, people should think 
twice before hauling out the 
garden hose and sprinkler, 
says Bob Shearman. 
The 
extension 
turf 
specialist at the University 
of NebraskaLincoln says 
lawns and yards account for 
nearly 
40 
per 
cent 
of 
domestic water use. 
A healthy, green 
lawn 
needs about one and one-half 
inches of water per week, 
Shearman says. 
Diseased 
lawns and lawns with insect 
problems may need more. In 
years of shortages, he says: 
“You can still keep a 
respectable-looking lawn 
with limited water, however, 
if you use the water you have 
wisely.” 
It’s best to avoid watering 
on windy days or during the 
heat of the day when most 
w ater 
will 
be 
lost 
to 
evaporation. 
E arly 
morning 
w ater 
usually gives best results, 
Shearman said. 
He said a lawn will do 
better with less water if it is 
prepared. “A lush, actively 
growing lawn that is sud­ 
denly deprived of water will 
suffer a great deal and may 
even die.” 
He 
suggests 
helping 
prepare a lawn for a drier 
spell by giving it enough 
fertilizer to maintain growth 
sufficient to recover injured 
areas or fill thinned parts. 
Mowing higher during 
warm weather also helps. 
The height of the cut should 
be lowered in spring and fall, 


he said. Lawns also should 
be cut fairly often so that no 
more than one-third of the 
grass blade is cut off. 
Otherwise, desirable root 
growth is lost. 
A few good soakings a 
week are better than a lot of 
little sprinkles, he said. Less 
frequent 
but 
heavier 
waterings encourage deeper 
root growth so grass is better 
able 
to 
withstand 
dry 
weather. 
Shearman said aerifying. 
or making tiny holes on the 
lawn in spring or fall, also is 
advisable in dry times. It 
helps water soak in and 
encourages 
deeper root 


systems. 
Up to two inches of water 
is the maximum needed for a 
hot. windy week, he said, one 
inch usually will do fine 
To measure the amount of 
water a lawn is getting, set a 
can in the sprinkler’s area 
and turn the sprinkler off 
when the water reaches the 
inch needed. 
Even an inch of water is 
too much if it starts to run off 
the soil. “ Apply water only 
as fast as the soil can take it 
in without any wasted run­ 
off,” Shearman said. 
A lawn usually doesn't 
need watering until it turns a 
dark blue-green, and when 


footprints remain when you 
walk across it. If most of the 
lawn still looks green and 
only spots near concrete 
areas are grey, rootwater or 
hand water just the dry 
spots, he added. 
He recommends either a 
soaker or a two-pronged 
aerator on the garden hose 
for watering. 
But if a 
sprinkler is used, one that 
throws large drops of water 
in a flat pattern is more 
effective than one with a 
fine, high spray. 
“The latter lose too much 
water to the wind, putting 
water where you don’t want 
it," Shearman said.

E ach spring, a fte r the 
weather has warmed up and 
the nights are no longer cold, 
I have a grand time planning 
the opulent decoration of our 
patio area with all our house- 
plants.

ble. 
V arious 
ivies 
and 
Wandering Jew 
fall from 
hanging planters to set off 
geranium blooms. Coleus and 
caladium brighten lightly 
shaded com ers of the patio 
and ferns are placed beneath 
the light shade of our honey 
locust tree 
Any tree that gives light 
shade 
and 
has 
no 
low 
branches provides an ideal 
spot for house plants, with the 
shade-loving ones, like ferns, 
going closest to the base. 
One houseplant I particu­ 
larly like to place outdoors to 
set off lower-growing foliage 
and flowering plants is the 
Sanseviera, with its stately 


spikes so a ttra c tiv e , the 
variegated green set off on 
each blade with an outer band 
of yellow on my favorite vari­ 
ety 
These 
houseplants, 
of 
course, are kept in their pots 
and plunged into the soil up to 
their rims. Otherwise, they 
would develop free outdoor 
root systems which would 
make them impossible to re­ 
pot and bring indoors in the 
fall. During the sum m er the 
pots can be turned regularly 
to prevent errant roots from 
sneaking out the bottom 
drainage holes and taking 
hold. 
This time outdoors is for 
the houseplant a 
summer 
holiday, a time to gather up 
their strength and energies 
after the wearing months in­ 
doors in artificial conditions. 
Now. in a nice sheltered spot 
with light conditions suited 
exactly to them, the plants 
can stretch and breathe and 


prepare for the fall, when 
they will be brought indoors 
again. Given good sum m er 
care — watering, preventive 
spray mg against pests, judi­ 
cious pruning for shapely 
growth and regular applica­ 
tions of fertilizer — they 
should be rn good shape to 
add to the indoor decor of the 
house after summer is over. 
Depending on the climate 
of your area, you will be 
thinking about bringing in 
your plants anywhere from 
mid-August to the end of Sep­ 
tember. At any rate, they 
must be brought rn well be­ 
fore frost. It is wise to apply a 
spray against insect pests, 
place the pots rn a protected 
spot or on a porch for a week 
of so, then spray again. 
It is also wise to lift the 
plants from their pots, dis­ 
turbing the roots as little as 
possible, and repotting in a 
freshly scrubbed pot which 
has been soaked in a weak 


bleach solution, and rinsed. 
Most plants will not need a 
larger pot, unless you see that 
the roots are very crowded 
and wrapped around the ball 
of soil. A very common error 
is to give a plant too large a 
pot, which it will not thrive in, 
most plants preferring rather 
cozy quarters. 
Special care must be given 
to 
the 
houseplants 
newly 
brought in from the outdoors. 
They will be inclined to resent 
the dry, close air of the house 
after their holiday outside. 
They might even begin drop­ 
ping leaves and blossoms in 
disgust. 
You might need to keep the 
house rather cooler than usu­ 
al for a while in deference to 
their tastes, and take each 
plant to the kitchen sink daily 
for a nice refreshing bath un­ 
der the faucet — with the wa­ 
ter at room tem perature, of 
course. Cold water could send 
them into shock.

UFO’s View Earth 
For Over 30 Years

LONDON (UPI) - Thirty 
years ago a businessman 
piloting a private plane saw 
what he described as nine 
“ saucer-like” objects flying 
near 
Mt. 
R ain ier 
in 
Washington state. 
So opened the era of the 
UFO 
— 
the 
Unidentified 
F lyin g O bject, or flying 
saucer. 
An arm y of people who 
believe the Earth is being 
watched by visitors from 
outer sp ace sp ran g into 
being. The pressure for an 
official statement becam e so 
great the U.S. Air Force 
launched three se p arate 
investigations into alleged 
sightings (1948, 1949, 1969) 
and the CIA one. In addition 
the Air 
Force asked the 
Rand Corporation to make 
an independent study. 
In this 30th anniversary 
year of that first sighting, 
the m agazine New Scientist, 
no re sp e c te r 
of wishful 
thinking, points out that the 
inquiries found almost all 
the incidents had perfectly 
natural explanations even in 
those cases where the cir 
cum stances were not clear 
cut. 
The m agazin e had its 
artist draw all the saucers 
which have ben sighted two 
or more tim es, from the 
descriptions given by wit 
n esses 
T h ere 
are 
31 
separate models 
saucer 
shaped, cigar-shaped, cross 
shaped, cylinder-shaped and 
so on 
Stating that “ many of the 
most cherished cases are 
now crashing to the ground" 
in the face of more rigorous 
examination by researchers. 
New Scientist gives the few 


still standing a hearty shove 
of its own. 
“ The 
cru cial 
but 
overlooked point,” it said, 
“ is that there are sim ply too 
many UFO’s being seen to 
support the extraterrestrial 
hypothesis. Im agine for a 
moment, that there are one 
million other civilizations in 
the galaxy, all sending out 
starships. Since there must 
be something like IO billion 
interesting places to visit 
(one-tenth of all stars in the 
g a la x y ), 
then 
each 
civ ilizatio n m ust 
launch 
10,000 space ships annually 
for only one to reach here 
every year.

each 
civilizatio n 
laun ch es 
the

reasonable number of one 
starship annually then we 
would expect to be visited 
once in every 10,000 y ears.”
